Applicants present arguments over the 35 USC 103 rejections over Lee in view of Chen and in view of De Tommaso. It is recognized that 
Applicants have amended the claims to now specify "consisting of language. Applicants argue that Lee requires a poloxamer as a 
surfactant with propofol. Further Applicants argue that Chen teaches the ingredients used in the rejection in a long list of agents, 
surfactants, etc. Applicants argue that claim 1 excludes a poloxamer as a surfactant and that the surfactant in claim 1 consists of a bile salt 
and lecithin. 

In response to these arguments, it is noted that Lee teaches administration of propofol with a surfactant and chose to use a poloxamer. 
However it is considered that it is within the skill of the art to interchange surfactants in the composition to get the desired results. Lee does 
not mention that the composition of the invention is clear; therefore, if one wants a clear composition they would turn to the teachings of De 
Tommaso which teaches that surfactants such as bile salts and lecithin provide a clear composition of propofol. Therefore, it is considered 
that interchanging surfactants is well within the skill of the art. Further, Chen etal. teaches common ingredients that are used to improve 
the delivery of ionizable hydrophobic compounds and the ingredients chosen are commonly used in the art of compositions. Accordingly, 
absent a showing of superiority of the claimed composition, it is considered obvious over the prior art. 
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
